The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  1967  are  satisfactory#  The  Rates 
for  Births,  Deaths,  Infant  Deaths,  along  with  the  relative  freedom  of  the 
district  from  serious  epidemic  diseases  all  make  satisfactory  reading, 
though  the  district  did  share  to  some  extent  in  the  national  prevalence 
of  measles  during  the  early  part  of  the  year# 

The  response  on  the  part  of  the  local  parents  to  the  Protective 
Vaccination  and  Immunisation  procedures  for  their  children  against  Polio, 
Tetanus,  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Smallpox  during  1967  remained 
reasonably  good# 

As  in  previous  years  I  am  glad  to  mention  the  whole  hearted  co-operation 
I  have  received  from  the  Council  Staff  generally,  but  more  especially  from 
the  Public  Health  Department  during  1967#

The  major  industries  in  the  area  consist  of  an  iron  works  and  iron 
ore  mining,  a  tannery,  nylon  stocking  factory,  clothing  factory,  sportswear 
factory,  agriculture  and  the  United  Kingdom  Atomic  Energy  Establishment  at 
Windscale*  A  large  part  of  the  area  is  situated  in  the  Lake  District 
National  Park  and  attracts  many  visitors  in  the  summer  months* 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Manager  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour,  Employment 

Exchange,  Millom,  for  the  following  report:- 

ttThe  most  significant  item  of  1967  was  the  announcement  in  October 
that  the  Hodbarrow  Mine  would  close  in  March  1968  and  make  130  men 
redundant*  In  many  quarters  the  announcement  was  not  unexpected  but  it 
came  at  a  time  when  the  highest  figure  ever  of  199  people  were  unemployed 
in  Millom. 

In  the  first  quarter  of  1967  the  unemployment  figures  rose  to  144  and 
then  fell  a  little  in  the  second  quarter  to  113*  They  rose  very  sharply  in 
September  and  remained  high  to  December,  when  a  number  of  men  were  placed  in 
Barrow  and  a  steady  fall  was  noticed  in  the  figures  into  January  and  February, 
1968. 

The  news  of  the  Hodbarrow  closure  further  emphasised  the  urgent  need  for 
another  male-employing  firm.  This  view  was  expressed  even  by  other  employers, 
as  the  ability  to  expand  the  existing  female-employing  firms  is  linked  very 
strongly  with  the  ability  to  contain  and  even  increase  the  familes  of  Millom*1’

Cases  of  mental  illness  are  admitted  to  Lancaster  Moor  Hospital,  Lancaster, 
Garlands  Hospital,  Carlisle,  or  the  psychiatric  wing  at  the  West  Cumberland 
Hospital,  Whitehaven. 

VENEREAL  DISEASES; 

Cases  of  venereal  diseases  and  allied  disorders  are  treated  at  special 
treatment  centres  at  the  West  Cumberland  Hospital,  Whitehaven,  or  the 
Devonshire  Road  Hospital,  Barrow-in-Furness.  Treatment  is  confidential 
and  free  of  charge  and  in  all  three  local  residents  were  seen  at  these 
centres  during  1967.  All  three  cases  were  found  to  be  suffering  from 
nother  conditions*1.

MILLOM  AMBULANCE  AND  SITTING  CASE  CAR  SERVICE; 

The  Cumberland  County  Council  administers  this  service  directly  from  Carlisle# 
The  Ambulance  Service  is  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  the  Chief  Ambulance 
Officer# 

There  are  two  dual  purpose  vehicles  and  one  emergency  stretcher  ambulance 
stationed  at  the  Crown  Street  Depot,  Millom#  In  addition  there  is  a  Hospital 
Car  Service  which  comes  under  the  auspices  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society, 

In  the  main,  cars  are  used  for  the  conveyance  of  non-urgent  sitting  cases. 

CHIROPODY  SERVICE: 

The  Cumberland  County  Council  offers  a  Chiropody  Service  at  both  Millom  and 
Seascale,  for  the  elderly,  expectant  mothers  and  the  physically  handicapped. 

Suoh  sessions  are  held  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays  and  Fridays  at  Millom,  and  on 
each  Wednesday  (except  the  first  Wednesday  of  the  month)  at  Seascale. 

Domiciliary  treatment  is  also  available  when  needed# 

Recommendations  for  treatment  can  be  made  by  all  doctors,  health  visitors  or 
district  nurses  in  the  area. 

FAMILY  PLANNING  CLINIC? 

The  year  1967  saw  increased  activities  at  the  Family  Planning  Clinic  sponsored 
by  the  Family  Planning  Association.  It  is  obvious  that  the  expert  advice  given 
is  much  appreciated  locally  and  Clinic  attendances  continue  to  increase.  The 
Clinic  itself  is  under  the  charge  of  an  experienced  Doctor  and  Nurse  assisted  by 
a  number  of  voluntary  workers.  The  Sessions  are  held  on  the  1st  and  3rd  Mondays 
of  each  month  from  2.00  p.m.  to  4-00  p.m.  During  1967,  61  new  cases  were  dealt 
with  and  150  visits  were  paid  by  the  patients.  More  than  half  of  the  new  cases 
seen  were  referred  to  the  Clinic  by  the  family  Doctors. 

;  OTIER  SERVICES: 

Additional  Health  Services  available  to  Millom  Rural  residents  include:- 
Domestic  Help,  Care  and  After  Care  (Equipment  Issues),  Convalescent  Home 
Treatment,  Training  Centres,  various  Nursing  Services,  etc. 

These  are  all  Services  sponsored  by  the  County  Council  and  are  under  the 
day-to-day  management  of  the  Southern  Area  Health  Committee  whose  Headquarters 
are  at  Flatt  Walks,  Whitahave-n.

The  figure  of  89%  negative  in  100  mis.  for  the  Millom  Supply  is  lower 
than  is  normal  for  this  supply. 


In  explanation,  it  can  be  pointed  out  that  on  two  occasions  when  doubtful 
reports  were  received  on  samples  taken  from  household  taps  on  this  supply, 
satisfactory  reports  were  also  received  on  samples  taken  at  the  same  time,  but 
from  other  house  taps,  in  the  same  supply  area*  Prom  this,  we  can  assume  that 
the  water  in  the  mains  was  satisfactory  and  that  tho  minor  contamination 
originated  from  the  house  taps  from  which  the  unsatisfactory  samples  were  taken. 
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Another  factor  having  some  bearing  on  this  natter  is  the  fact  that  at  one 
period  during  1967,  after  receiving  a  snail  number  of  complaints  of  0 chlorine 
taste0,  the  chlorine  dosage  was  reduced  slightly  in  an  attempt  to  remove  the 
chlorine  tasfc  complained  of,  without  lowering  the  chlorine  dosage  below  the  safe 
level.  Unsatisfactory  samples  were  taken  during  this  trial  period  and,  on  the 
advice  of  the  Public  Analyst,  the  chlorine  dosage  was  raised  again  to  the  normal 
level,  since  when,  bateriological  reports  have  been  satisfactory. 

The  normal  safe  chlorine  dosage  for  the  Millom  (Baystone  Bank)  water  requires 
a  chlorine  residual  in  the  mains  of  0,2  to  0.3  parts  per  million  of  chlorine  to 
water.  Most  people  cannot  taste  chlorine  dosage  of  this  order  but  it  is  true 
that  a  small  minority  can  detect,  taste  and  find  objectionable  dilutions  down  to 
and  below  0,1  parts  per  million  of  chlorine  to  water.

Report  of  Plumbo-Solvency. 


Chenical  analysis  of  the  water  from  the  various  supplies  throughout  the 
district,  suggest  that  the  risk  of  pluribo- solvency  is  negligible.  However, 
the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  have  approved  a  Byelaw  prohibiting 
the  use  of  pipes  of  lead  or  lead  alloy  for  use  in  water  services  intended  for 
the  conveyance  of  water  for  human  consumption. 

(D)  Action  in  respect  of  any  form  of  contamination. 


All  supplies  are  chlorinated.  When  contamination  of  a  raw  water  is 
indicated  by  increased  0  Chlorine  demand0  the  gathering  grounds  of  that 
particular  source  are  inspected  to  ascertain  the  probable  cause.  Quite 
frequently  contamination  is  caused  by  the  unburied  bodies  of  animals,  particularly 
sheep.  These  carcasses  are  removed  and  buried  elsewhere.  The  area  where  the 
carcass  had  lain  is  then  treated  with  lime.  Samples  of  water  going  into  supply 
are  regularly  sent  from  all  supplies  for  bacteriological  examination  and  mains 
arc  periodically  flushed. 


When  a  doubtful  report  is  received  from  a  bacteriological  examination  of 
a  chlorinated  water,  an  immediate  examination  and  tests  are  made  to  ascertain  the 
cause.  Further  samples  are  then  taken  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  report.

During  1967  Lanthwaite  Filter  Station  and  Treatment  Works  functioned 
satisfactorily. 

Rainfall  over  the  Baystone  Bank  gathering  grounds  was  sufficient  to 
maintain  the  reservoir  at  a  reasonable  level  without  recourse  to  pumping  from 
the  Hole  House  Pumping  Station, 

The  laying  of  the  6"  trunk  main  from  Hole house  to  Hellpool  Bridge,  Silecroft 
was  completed  and  now  gives  an  alternative  and  additional  supply  between  Lanthwaite 
Filter  Station  and  Millom  Town  enabling  most  repairs  to  be  carried  out  on  the 
original  12tt  trunk  main  without  interruption  of  supplies  to  the  town, 

Bootle  Supply  Area, 

Fellside  Filtration  and  Treatment  Plant  worked  satisfactorily  during  1967 
and  water  supplies  were  adequate  throughout  the  area. 

Northern  Area  Supply  (Wastwater)  • 

During  1967  the  Pumping  and  Chlorination  Plants  on  this  supply  were 
working  normally  and  water  supplies  were  good.  Several  more  properties  were 
transferred  to  this  supply  from  the  Devoke  Water  Source, 

Northern  Area  Supply  (Devoke  Water) » 

Only  3  domestic  properties  are  now  supplied  from  this  source,  these  being 
in  the  Linbeck  and  the  High  Eskbolme  area  of  Muncaster.  For  a  period,  these 
remaining  properties  were  troubled  with  discoloured  water,  (see  Chemical  Analysis 
No,  9),  This  was  the  direct  result  of  transferring  the  properties  to  the 
Wastwater  supply.  It  was  not  a  success  and  their  supply  had  to  be  returned  to 
the  Devoke  Water  source  for  the  time  being.

Millom  and  Haverigg. 

The  construction  of  thirteen  bungalows  at  Floyd  Steet ,  Haver  i£ 
was  completed  during,  the  year.  Tbqse  bungalows  were  provided  wi 
gas  warm  air  heating,  and  were  the  first  of  the  properties, 
erected  on  behalf  of  the  Council,  to  be  provided  with  this  form  of 
heating.  It  is  generally  felt  that  it  lias  been  successful  with 
reasonable  running  costs. 
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Unfortunately,  from  a  construction  point  of  view,  this 
was  the  only  progress  made  during  the  year.  However ,  plans 
have  "been  advanced  for  the  provision  of  a  Joint  scheme  of  a 
25  "bed.  Old  Folk’s  Home  (  to  be  provided  byt  the  Cumberland 
Comity..  Council)  and  10  partially  depended:)'  flatlets  (to  be 
provided,  by  this  Council)  at  Lapstone  Road,  Millom,  and  work 
on  this  scheme  should  now  commence  early  in  1968, 

An  extension  of  the  development  of  land  on  the  south  side  of 
Devonshire  Road,  Millom  was  further  delayed  and  work  on  this  scheme, 
by  the  North  Eastern  Housing  Association  Ltd,  is  not  nor/  expected 
to  start  until  well  into  1968.  The  first  stage  of  this  extension 
is  for  the  provision  of  21  houses  and  7  bungalows.  This  site  will 
also  accommodate  a  further  37  dwellings  for  which  preliminary  plans 
of  the  layout  have  been  prepared. 

Land  on  the  north  side  of  Devonshire  Road,  Millom  has  also 
been  purchased,  and  it  is  now  possible  for  continuity  of  development 
to  be  maintained  for  a  number  of  years,  on  the  lines  suggested 
in  the  Advisory  Plan  for  Millom. 

It  will  also  shortly  be  possible  for  work  on  the  clearance 
of  parts  of  Millom  to  be  carried  out;  for  example  at  the  end  of 
the  year  only  3  houses  out  of  16  were  occupied  in  Duddon  Street, 
and  '  5  housss  out  of  32  at  Borwick  Rails.  Houses  at  Concrete 
Square,  Haverigg  are  also  becoming  vacant,  there  being  16  such 
dwellings  out  of  52,  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Other  isolated 
properties  ±0  the  east  of  King  Street,  Millom  are  also  being 
PUKShasad' ' by  the  Council. 

Tliis  process  should  be  accelerated  as  and  when  new  dwellings 
are  completed.

BUILDING  REGULATIONS. 


1967  was  the  first  full  year  since  the  new  Building  Regulations 
came  into  force,  and  196  applications  were  received.  This  is  a 
proportionate  increase  on  the  previous  year. 

FOOD  &  DRUGS  ACTS  AND  REGULATIONS, 

Attention  was  given  to  food  premises  generally,  and  I  regret 
that  it  was  not  possible  to  give  more  time  to  this  aspect  of  work  by 
my  Department. 

Although  standards  are  fairly  satisfactory  it  has  been  necessary 
on  occasions  to  issue  warnings  to  occupiers  regarding  the  lack  of 
absolute  cleanliness  of  their  premises  and  equipment. 

Each  year  I  remark  on  the  necessity  for  all  persons  ©onnected 
with  the  handling  of  food  to  maintain  the  highest  possible  standards 
of  hygiene  and  personal  cleanliness,  and  such  a  remark-  is  just  as  true 
today  and  every  day. 

The  following  schedule  indicates  the  various  food  premises,  with 
particular  reference  to  Regulations  Nos.l6  and  19  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
(General)  Regulati  nns  1980,  which  relate  to  the  provision  of  washhand

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SLAUGHTERHOUSE  AND  MEAT  INSPECTIONS. 


One  slaughterhouse  continued  in  operation  during  the  year. 

This  is  located  in  King  Street,  and  is  owned  hy  the  Ilillon  Abattoir  Co, Ltd, 

-■-he,  slought erhous e  has  been  in  operation  since  the  1st  October  1963, 
and  generally  speaking  has  been  reasonably  well  maintained  during  that 
time.  However,  it  has  had  hard  "  wear  and  tear"  and  as  with  other  food 
premises,  requires  constant  attention,  both  from  the  maintenance  and 
Cleanliness  point  of  view.  Here  again,  personnel  play  an  important  part 
and  it  is  the  duty  of  all  concerned  to  ensure  that  the  several  Regulations 
are  adhered  to. 

All  animals  killed  at  the  slaughterhouse  were  inspected. 

The  throughput  showed  a,  decrease  of  some  15/°  on  the  previous  year. 
Slaughtering  took  place  on  270  days  (as  compared  with  308  days  in  1966) 
and  involved  754  separate  visits  (833  in  1966). 

As  a  result  of  discussions  which  took  place  at  the  end  of  1966, 
with  the  representatives  of  Millom  Abattoir  Ltd.  ,  and  the  Mill  on 
Master  Butchers  Association,  fixed  hours  of  slaughtering  were  agreed 
upon.  In  February  1967,  on  an  application  from  the  Butchers  Association, 
minor  amendment s  were  agreed  and  the  hours  of  slaughtering  are  now  °  -

Poultry  Inspections. 

There  are  no  large  processing  plants  in  the  area,  and  the  poultry  trade 
is  seasonal  to  some  extent. 

Two  suppliers  have  a  fairly  regular  trade  with  hotels  and  the  local  shops, 
and  immediately  prior  to  Christmas  the  majority  of  the  farmers  slaughter, 
dress  and  deliver  poultry  (mainly  chickens  and  turkeys,  but  also  some  ducks 
and  geese)  either  to  local  shops  or  direct  to  the  customer,  nnt1  sone 
instances  to  poultry  dealers  outside  the  area. 

Those  who  keep  poultry,  primarily  for  the  supply  of  eggs,  dispose  of  their 
old  stock  generally  by  selling  the  birds  live  for  slaughter  outside  the  area.
